in 1926 because he felt here more people could enjoy his interpretations of this 
ancient art. 

His talent was quickly recognized and he was soon engaged in designing and 
making many important structural metal grilles, rails, gates, etc. for churches, 
universities, public buildings and private estates, of which a few are illustrated 
on the opposite page. Different metals were used — iron, copper, brass, pewter, 
nickelsilver. For this type of work, sketches are always submitted at a small fee 
and estimates given for the finished project. 

One day Mr. Hagerstrom came to the realization that relatively few people 
could enjoy his handicraft and he decided to enlarge his efforts to include the 
large assortment of weathervanes, house signs, lanterns, mail boxes shown in 
this book — all artistic products of his own design that every home in America 
would like. 

As a result, Hagerstrom metalcraft specialties are today known in every state 
as well as in many foreign countries. 

In 1942 Mr. Hagerstrom settled in Wheeling, Illinois, on a small cross-roads 
farm, converting the buildings 
into a delightful combination 
home, studio and workshop. In 
this idyllic locale, surrounded 
by a staff of skilled craftsmen, 
he conducts his fascinating busi- 
ness. Bertha, his wife, is a genial 
studio hostess with plenty of 
artistic ability and excellent 
business sense.

Each design is 
originated by Mr. Hagerstrom 
and made in a bright, modern 
workshop.
